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Children's Bazaar Deserves Support 


COUNCIL-MANAGER PLAN 
PASSES CRUCIAL PERIOD 


EDITORIAL 

After nearly a year of operation of the Town Gov¬ 
ernment under the new charter, it is possible to eval¬ 
uate the results to a certain extent. 

The charter placed the responsibility for the admin¬ 
istration of practically all town affairs in the hands of a 
professional Administrator, the Town Manager. The 
legislative process, formerly in the hands of the 180 
member town meeting is now the responsibility of the 
15 member Town Council. 

The past 10 months has seen some internal bicker¬ 
ing within the Town Council, primarily in attempts to 
challenge the authority of the Town Manager and 
these efforts could be assessed as a desire by some 
Council members to impose their will upon the adnr;r- 
istrativc function:; of the Manager. 

The charter, having been w-ritten by others and 
accepted by the voters, cannot be re-written by the 
Council by legislative action or by attempts to restrict 
or infringe upon the mandate given under the charter 
to the administrative branch of the government. 

The “shakedown cruise” is now over and we believe 
that the new system is well on its way to being 
successful. 

The most difficult period for the Council and Man¬ 
ager has passed and the conduct of both has been ex¬ 
posed to public scrutiny, much more so than that of the 
town meeting or Board of Selectmen. 

It is a credit to both the Council and Manager that a 
fairly close harmony existed during a real difficult 
period. 

The adoption by the Council of its rules and regula¬ 
tions of procedure was by no means a minor task. 

The adoption of an 18 month budget totalling Wh 
million dollars required long hours and hard work by 
both the Manager, his staff and the Council. 

The Council’s approval to hire a planning con¬ 
sultant to conduct a basic master plan study, review, 
update subdivision ordinances and site plan reg¬ 
ulations and to recommend other subdivision regula¬ 
tions that might be needed, is a firm and progressive 
step in an attempt to control in some manner the 
town’s present dilemma of rapid growth. 

A long overdue study of the town's health depart¬ 
ment and its problems has pointed out the inade¬ 
quacies that have prevailed in the department and its 
reorganization should have a high priority for def¬ 
inite action by the town government. 

A new Board of Health has already assumed its 
duties with a doctor as one of its members, an advan¬ 
tageous improvement over the old system of.the Board 
of Selectmen attempting to perform the duties of the 
Board of Health, a function for which they were not 
qualified. 

The Council did approve the creation of a polit¬ 
ically independent Liquor Licensing Commission, and 
was justly opposed to continuing a Police and Fire 
Commission, which in the majority opinion would 
have added an obstruction to the Town Manager’s 
chain of command.

The Town Manager’s change in the archaic system 
of budget preparation is a tremendous improvement. 
The new format now requires from departments, de¬ 
tailed information and planning of work to be accom¬ 
plished, the development of cost figures for projects 
and schedules of work to be undertaken. 

The use of a new computer system under the guid¬ 
ance of the Town Treasurer, a cooperative effort with 
the school department, has reduced the payroll prep¬ 
aration time in half and has substantially reduced time 
in preparation and mailing of tax and water bills. 

The establishment of a centralized purchasing pro¬ 
cedure has placed the town in a position of controlling 
expenditures by insuring that they are within the orig¬ 
inal budget intentions. Prior to this, each department 
head was his own purchasing agent. For example, the 
average cost of envelopes was $17.85 per thousand, it is 
now $6.95 per thousand. A small item, but one of 
many. 

The reorganization of the town’s Planning Board 
eliminated possible conflict of interest by its members. 

Ahead, lies the development of long-range land use 
and capital improvement programs, along with re¬ 
organization of the various departments and agencies 
within the town, including the evaluation of the Police 
department activities and structure. 

Credit is due the Town Council for its awareness of 
the problems facing the town and its courage to take 
positive action for their resolution. There is no doubt 
that the Council members are by far better informed 
on public matters than members of the Town Meeting 
were. 

The day-to-day activities of the Town Manager is 
proving out the fact that there is no substitute for full¬ 
time professional management of the administrative 
affairs of the town. 

In the past year, the Council and Manager have 
gone a long way in firmly establishing the new system 
of town government in spite of certain harassments by 
die-hard opponents of the charter plan. 

Continued mutual efforts by both branches of gov¬ 
ernment can further establish the spirit of cooperation 
necessary to carry out the people’s business and to dis¬ 
pell any fears about the new system that might exist in 
the minds of some. 


Conte Accuses Administration 
Of Footdragging 
On Fuel Shortage 


WASHINGTON, D.C., 
November 1, 1973 — U.S. Rep. 
Silvio 0. Conte, R-Mass., who 
predicts the shortage of home 
heating oil will be between 15 and 
25 percent this winter, today 
accused the Administration of 
“footdragging” and being 
“totally unprepared to manage 
the mandatory fuel allocation 
program for heating oils.” 

The Administration’s program 
went into effect today. 

Conte charged that the White 
House has been “grossly 
negligent” for allowing the 
program to become effective 
before it asked Congress for 
money to fund it. 

“The mess this program is in 
already is mind-boggling. I don’t 
see any help from the Federal 
Office of Oil and Gas until after 
January 1st.” 

Conte said the Washington 
headquarters of the Office of Oil 
and Gas was so understaffed that 
“mail is lying around for three 
days before it gets opened. 

“The three men in the Boston 
Regional Office spend all of their 
day on the phone taking com¬ 
plaints that average 250 a day. 
They don’t have any time to help 
people who need emergency 
assistance. 

“The Office of Oil and Gas 


doesn’t have the money to print 
forms or hire new staff mem¬ 
bers,” Conte said. 

“Most of the professionals now 
working for this office are 
borrowed from other federal 
agencies. They lack experience 
and are waiting for the time they 
can get back to their usual jobs. 

“Worst of all, there’s a lack of 
leadership and control over this 
program. Next week, Interior 
Secretary Morton will announce 
that a Navy officer, Vice Admiral 
Eli Reich, will be appointed to 
command the allocation 
program. But I’ve learned that 
the Admiral is having trouble 
getting his retirement in order 
and that’s a further delay.” 

Conte said he is contacting 
Congresswoman Julia Butler 
Hansen, chairman of the House 
Interior Appropriations Sub¬ 
committee, before whom the 
appropriations request will 
come, to urge expedited treat¬ 
ment for this bill. 

“I asked for a mandatory 
program in May,” said Conte. 
“The Administration published 
the regulations in August. 
They’ve had half a year to plan 
for this. This lack of preparation 
is shocking, and for a lot of people 
it pould be disastrous.”

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1754' Gravestone Found On Rowley St. Field

It was a large, red sandstone 
grave marker two feet wide by 
three feet high and two inches 
thick! There was no question as 
to its being of the 18th century 
since the ' date was clearly 
carved: “May ye 9th AD 1754.” 
Young James Valenti of 
Springfield Street pondered the 
tombstone he had just found in 
the fields near Rowley Street in 
Agawam. Indeed it was a perfect 
example of early 18th century 
New England tombstone carving 
with the winged head atop the 
crown and the foliation along the 
sides and base! Even the wording 
was typically 18th century: 

“Here lyes the 
Body of Hemon 
Ely son of 
John & Eunice 
Ely who died 
May ye 9th AD 
1754 in the 11th 
year of his age.” 


The question in James 
Valenti’s mind was how the stone 
ever came to be lying in this 
particular field and who was 
Hemon Ely? After discussing the 
matter with his parents, Mr. 
James Valenti, Sr. decided to 
contact Mrs. Marilyn Curry, 
president of the Agawam 
Historical Association. All of this 
occurred during the early spring 
of 1973. This was to set off a chain 
of events that eventually led to 
weeks of research, telephone 
calls, map checking and wan¬ 
dering through local cemeteries 
in search of information per¬ 
taining to the identification of the 
young Hemon Ely and the 
possible relocation of the tomb¬ 
stone. 

The 1835 Map of Agawam 
revealed that members of the Ely 
family had lived in the vicinity of 
Rowley Street at that time, but 
this was not enough. Visits by the 
Curry family to the Federal Hill 
Cemetery further revealed that 


members of the Ely family were 
buried at that site, however, 
these were not the parents of 
Hemon Ely! 

Finally Marilyn Curry called 
Mrs. Edith LaFrancis who is 
presently writing the Agawam 
Town History. Mrs. LaFrancis, a 
noted authority on local history, 
was able to substantiate the 
parentage of Hemon Ely to be 
that of Ensign John and Eunice 
Ely. She further attested to the 
fact that Ensign Ely’s headstone 
was located at the Union Street 
Cemetery in West Springfield. 
Apparently Eunice Ely had been 
buried in Boston. 

Armed with this information, 
Mrs. Curry contacted Mr. Frank 
Bauer and Mrs. William 
Bateman of the Ramapogue 
Historical Society for the purpose 
of making necessary 
arrangements to have the Ely 
stone properly relocated at the 
Union Street site. Eventually 
Mrs. Curry received a telephone 
call from Mr. Robert McCarroll 
of the West Springfield Historical 
Commission and through his 
efforts it was decided to have the 
stone returned to the Union Street 
Cemetery. 

Mrs. Curry then sought the 
assistance of Mr. James West- 
man, Agawam Town Manager, 
who immediately authorized the 
town to remove the tombstone to 
its apparent and rightful place 
beside the father’s grave. On 
Halloween evening Mrs. Curry 
was informed by the Valenti 
family that the stone had been 
removed that day. 

Unquestionably many people 
might wonder how the stone of 
Hemon Ely ever found its way to 
the Rowley Street area. Perhaps 
this can best be answered by an 
excerpt from page 76 of the West 
Springfield Town History of 1969: 

“Early in the 20th century 
vandals disturbed the stones in 
the Union Street cemetery. Since 
the original location of the graves 
could not be determined, the 
stones do not now correspond to 
the actual burial spots and there 
are many empty places. The 
names that still can be read 
represent the earliest settlers in 
West Springfield: Ashley, Bagg, 
Barber, Bedurtha, Cooper, Day, 
Dumbleton, Ely . . .” 

Strangely enough the father’s 
stone is almost identical to that of 
the son. A photograph of Ensign 
John Ely’s tombstone can be 
found on page 79 of the same text. 
It is interesting to note that 
Ensign Ely died on May 22, 1754 
just a few days after the death of 
Hemon. 

According to Mrs. Curry, the 
important aspect of the whole 
affair lies in the final return of 
the tombstone to the Union Street 
site and the plot now assigned to 
the Ely family. Who can say how 
many years the stone of Hemon 
Ely lay unnoticed until now? Mrs. 
Curry stated: “In any event this 
is a fine example of the local 
historical associations working 
through the efforts of interested 
citizens in both communities to 
right an apparent wrong!”

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Campaign Reform Bill 


by Rep. Edward W. Connelly 

Despite the repeated forecasts 
relative to prorogation, or ending 
of the legislative session, the 
various leaderships in both the 
House and Senate, in my opinion 
haven’t even come close. 

At this time, if anyone bothered 
to ask, I would feel it necessary to 
state emphatically that this 
particular session will run 
through its entirety and into the 
1974 session. 

The House Calendars for the 
past two weeks have been loaded 
with debate centering on such 
tidbits as reorganizing of several 
departments of the secretariat, 
campaign reform, health care, 
solid waste disposal, cluster 
zoning, and many other ex¬ 
tremely important issues. After 
these monumental edifices 
erected for the Massachusetts 
taxpayers have been spewed out 
by the House, they will “stack 
up” in the illustrious Senate. The 
Senate, of course, will digest the 
House action and then improvise, 
embellish, or scuttle this noble 
work. This will take up through 
Turkey time and undoubtedly the 
stacked up volume which has 
emanated and has been 
processed in the House will be 
subjected to treatment most of 
December. 

It should, therefore, be evident 
that no way can this session end 
before the 1974 session starts. I’ll 
stack this judgement up against 
the press releases issued by 
leadership which have indicated 
to date forecasts of late Sep¬ 
tember, early October, late 
October, early November, 
Thanksgiving, and even 
Christmas. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 

A comprehensive bill that 
would put all state and municipal 
employees under the same 
collective bargaining system 
appeared in the House with no 
warning that Ways and Means 
had concoted an entirely new 
draft. 

Many members voted against 
the bill on the grounds that they 
had been given no time to study 
the new draft. This happened 
after a move to postpone the vote 
to allow time for study was 
defeated. 

The bill contains a limited right 
to strike and a section providing 
binding arbitration which 
parallels in part a separate bill, 
just passed by the House, con¬ 
cerning binding arbitration for 
firemen and policemen. 

The word is that there may be 
substantial changes in the bill 
before it makes its way through 
the process. 

CAMPAIGN REFORM 

The House advanced a bill that 
significantly tightens the laws 
regulating the disclosure and 
limitation of campaign con¬ 
tributions. 

With its new definition of 
“candidate,” the bill includes 
testimonial tickets in reportable 
contributions. It limits individual 
contributions to $1000, requires 
that contributions over $100 be by 
check, and requires reporting of 
campaign expenditures and 
contributions before the primary 
and election rather than 30 days 
after, as at present.

The picture was taken about 1900. Advertising on the cab says 
Consumers Oil Co. Illuminating Oil and Gasoline. Whitney Building 
Springfield. 

Gasoline at that date was probably used to run the one cylinder 
engine of the ensilage cutter when filling the silo in autumn, or for 
sawing wood or pumping water. 

Illuminating oil was used for lamps and lanterns. The first small 
portable parlor heaters had wicks similar to lamps. There was also a 
portable camp stove, an oblong metal box-like unit with two burners 
and flat, not round, wicks. It had a flat top. On a trip to Chester with 
horse and carriage in 1907, a young mother carried one of these along. 
When the baby gave out with a lusty hunger cry, she stopped by the 
side of the road, lit up the burners and set on the saucepan to warm the 
milk. 

Kerosene oil was also used as a medical remedy. When mixed with 
camphor it was a cure for colds. 

Conversion oil burners were first installed for heat and cooking in 
kitchen stoves about 1930. 

And in those days no one thought of oil resources being limited.
